TUESDAY’S TRIUMPH. 


REJOICING AMONG THE VICTORS. 


There was naturally a good deal of rejoicing 


among Republicans yesferday at the triumph 
achieved in Tuesday's election. The campaign 
headquarters, on Washington street, were vis- 
ited during the day by large numbers of the 
rank and file, and the hanu-shaking and con- 
gratulations showed that they all felt hanpy. 
The election of the entire ticket was something 


that the more cautious ones had not dared to 


hope for, but the announcement of a complete 
victory over the Ring and its agents silenced all 
previous doubts and questionings, and brought 
reassurance to everybody that the people of 
Cook County, while slow to see the evils of a 
corrupt administration, and slower still to

Nearly all of the successful candidates visited 
headquarters yesterday. They Qore their hon- 
ors meekly, but, their faces showed that they 
were happy in the result, and glad withal that 
the agony was over. Of course each one in 
whose power it lay to distribute patronage was 
buttonholed and compelled to submit to the 
ear-chewing process by dozens of hungry office- 
seekers willing to take anything provided it 
was a soft sit.“ Very few promises were 
made, the officials-elect wisely deeming it ad- 
visable to go slowly on such matters, and to 
make appointments which shall contrast favor- 
ably with those made bythe administration 
which will have to let slip the reins of power 
about the first of next month. 

THE VANQUISHED. 

The reading-rooms and the other apartments 
on the nall-fleor of the Palmer House presented 
a cleaner, sweeter, healthier appearance yester- 
day than they have done for the past two weeks. 
With the passing r of Tuesday night, and 
the slinking away of the noisy, swearing, filthy, 
and utterly disreputable gang who have cum- 
bered the ground for that space of time, came 
the orders for a general cleaning out. The 
windows were opened, a hose of cheerful! dimen- 
sions was brought in, and the efforts of the 
colored boys, ably furthered by such inventions 
as brushes, brooms, mops, and a box of soap, 
served to transform the piace both as to looks and 
as to smell, and to render it once more fit for 
the reception of men, and not tor beasts. 
The purified atmosphere was naturally uncon- 
gevial to the ranks of the Democracy, and they 
studiously kept away.

In order to make 
the thing more 1 Charley Farwell wrote out 
an agreement, signed it, and sent it over to the 
Democrats. In return, Miles Kehoe wrote out a 
similar document, signed it, and sent it over to 
Farwell. On Monday the Democrats learned that 
the Republicans had been paid a round sum of 
money, and to get at the truth of the matter se- 
lected certain gentlemen outside of their Com- 
mittee. These gentlemen, whose names cannot 
be learned, hunted aroand, but could not learn 
that the Republicans had been paid more than 8200 
or the Greenbackers more than 850.

The BLaxn Silver bill proves to be in an 
anomalous parliamentary position. It was 
put upon its passage under a suspension of 
the rules, but went over for one week, and 
came up last Monday as unfinished business. 
In the meantime Mr. Buanp withdrew from 
the custody of the Clerk the bill first intro- 
duced, and substituted a bill agreed upon by 
the Banking and Currency Committee, the 
latter varying from the Buanp bill on the 
subject of free coinage. There can be no 
claim that the House failed to vote with a 
full understanding in passing the bill, 
as it was read twice in full, but 
it appears that a technical point in 
parliamentary practice has been raised, 
and that Speaker RANDALL conceives 
it to be is duty to declare the vote a nullity 
by which the bill was passed, on the ground 
that the bill which went over as unfinished 
business was not the bill which came up un- 
der that privilege and was passed.

TUESDAY’S ELECTION. 

There are thousands of men in Chicago 
who are rejoicing, as they have reason to 
rejoice, at the result of the election on Tues- 
day, who did not take the time to vote. For- 
tunately, however, there were enough citi- 
zens who were impressed with the necessity 
of rescuing the County Government from the 
hands of those who have been using it to 
plunder it. Four years ago, in 1873, there 
was a grand struggle made at the fall elec- 
tion, in which the professional political burg- 
lars captured both the City and County Gov- 
ernments. The City Government was a rich 
prey for a time, and at last was so plun- 
dered and wrecked that it was bankrupt in 
money and credit. So desperate had it be- 
come that the people of the city were 
aroused to united action. First, by the elec- 
tion of Mr. Horne as Mayor, with a Common 
Council selected from the best and most in- 
fluential citizens, the career of the wreckers 
and thieves was arrested. A few months later 
Mr. Heats was elected Mayor, and again in 
1877, and by the aid of a first-class Com- 
mon Council the whole City Government has 
been purified and the public credit restored. 
Annual taxation has been reduced $1,000,- 
000, the number of salaried officers largely 
reduced, and the efficiency of the Govern- 
ment greatly increased. Driven from the 
city offices, expelled from the City Govern- 
ment and all its departments, the corruption- 
ists have converted the County Government 
into a den of thieves. Their control of the 
county affairs, grasped in 1873, was strength- 
ened in 1874, and corruption has had an ab. 
solute rule since then. The County Board 
has increased taxation to the uttermost limit 
of the law, and ims a floating debt r2pre- 
sented by uncollected taxes, another floating 
debt representing expenditures beyond ap- 
propriations, and a third debt rep- 
resenting arrearages to contractors on 
the Court-House Building. Altogether, 
there is a deficit of about $1,000,000. The 
whole extent of the wastefulness and ex- 
travagance cannot be known until a change 
of officers takes place. The County Treasury 
is burdened with a pay-roll which contains 
possibly 200 names beyond any necessity. 
The salaries paid in many instances are

| public service. The reform of the County 


Board will include a reform of the jury sys- 
tem, a reform of the system of public chari- 
ties, and a reduction of expenditure for the 
support of the poor, insane, and the sick, 
and a great improvement of the treatment of 
these classes. 

It is true the people have rejected the 
proposition to issue a half-million of bonds 
for the Court-House. This rejection was due 
largely to a distrust of the old Board, of 
whom ten members hold over, and to the 
uncertainty as to the choice of the new mem- 
bers. The new Board, however, will, with 
the resources at their hands and by the 
adoption of the policy of rigid economy fol- 
lowed by the City Government, be able to 
get along with the work until next year. 
Economy, therefore, is not only commenda- 
ble, but an absolute necessity, and the Board 
should at once and peremptorily arrest any 
attempts for any purpose to create any more 
floating debt. The policy should be to ex- 
pend only what is on hand, and to make this 
possible there should be a severe cutting 
down of salaries and a large abolition of 
offices. 

Thus, a long season of notorious 
official plunder and robbery, the two Munic- 
ipal Governments have been rescued from 
the hands of the public enemies. The 
County Government will next month, unless 
the public have been wonderfully deceived 
in the character of the men elected, enter 
upon a new existence. It will have honest 
men in all the departments, but especially 
an honest majority in the County Board. 

The severe struggle it has cost to accom- 
plish this change is another proof of the 
tenacity with which official robbers hold on 
to offices of which they once get. possession. 
It cost two years of labor to get rid of the 
Corvin Administration, and as long to get 
rid of the Lin Government. The indiffer- 
ence of so many business men, and the 
power of party caucuses, strengthen all 
kinds of corruption in office. In rejoicing 
over this deliverance from the County Ring 
it should not be forgotten that it will require 
at the next election as general a union of 
reputable citizens to prevent that Ring from 
again getting place and power. 
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PENNSYLVANIA AND MASSACHUSETTS. 

A useful political lesson may be gained 
from a comparison of the results ot Tues- 
day’s election in Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts. In each State the situation was 
peculiar and striking. In Pennsylvania the 
Cameron faction had arranged matters so as 
to hit if it was a deer and miss if it was a 
calf. They refused to permit the Republic- 
an party to give a frank and cordial indorse- 
ment of the President’s policy, and claimed 
that it was due to their influence that the 
Administration was not openly condemned. 
This left them in a position to say, in case 
of a Republican defeat, that the State could 
not be carried in the face of the 
popular dislike of the President's pol- 
icy, and, in case of Republican success, 
that it was their loyalty to the party which 
carried it through. In either event, the re- 
sult was to be a vindication of the Cameron 
faction and a rebuke to the Administration. 
The inevitable consequence of such a double- 
faced programme was utter demoralization. 
The malcontents, secretly assured that they 
were courting the favor of the Cameron clan, 
refused to vote the Republican ticket. The 
Liberal Republicans became indifferent in 
the face of a programme especially designed 
for the glorification of the Cauknoxs, what- 
ever the result might be. The Democrats 
saw their opportunity and made the most of 
it. The story of the Massachusetts campaign 
was a very different one. There were formida- 
ble factions in that State. WN DELL PII irs 
was leading one in person under the banner 
of the Workingmen. The Prohibitionists 
made more show of strength than usual, and 
the disaffected Republicans joined in the 
effort to break down the regular ticket. It 
was conceded that Gaston, the Democratic 
nominee, was personally much more popular 
than Ricx, the Republican nominee. The 
regular Republican organization was embar- 
rassed and threatened on all sides. In the 
face of all these disadvantages the Republic- 
ans took a bold, manly, and patriotic stand. 
The Massachusetts Republicans are enti- 
tled to the distinction of being the first to 
give President Hayzs an uneqnivocal in- 
dorsement and the promise of hearty co- 
operation. They applauded his Southern 
policy as patriotic and wise, and they encour- 
aged his efforis in behalf of Civil-Service 
reform by strong words of approval. They 
were more outspoken than the Republicans 
of Ohio; they said that the President was 
not merely actuated by pure and patriotic 
motives, but that he was doing the only 
thing that was right and proper to be done. 
The result was a Republican majority in the 
State that exceeded the expectations of the 
most sanguine. Had Pennsylvania done 
likewise, there would have been a Republican 
instead of a Democratic victory in that State ; 
the malcontents would not then have been 
any more numerous than they have been 
under the CAMERON programme, and the Re- 
publicans would then have gained two votes 
for every one they lost by reason of honesty 
and good faith. 
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THE. COMMUNIST VOTE IN CHICAGO. 
The most surprising feature of the local 


election was that the Communist ticket 
polled between 6,000 and 7,000 votes in the 
city. As election-day approached, it seamed 
to be forgotten that there was any such tick- 
et in the field. The newspapers paid ro at- 
tention whatever to it. The campaign com- 
mittees ignored it. If it was thought of at 
all, it was only as the old Parsons-Mo- 
AvuLirre gang that never mustered more 
than a few hundred followers on any occa- 
sion, It was generally supposed that all the 
strength of the Workingmen's movements 
had been swallowed up by the Democrats. 
Lrxon and Lies certainly thought so; all 
the surface indications were to that effect; 
and the Communists, as a separate organiza- 
tion, were not considered as worthy of seri- 
ous consideration on any side. How did it 
happen that, when election-day came around, 
they were on hand with over 6,000 votes ? 
The explanation now is simple 
enough. The Industrials started out to 
represent the workingmen, who did not 
affiliate with the Communists on principle. 
The latter were the first in the field, and 
their declaration of principles was of a nature 
to alienate the genuine workingmen. They 
adopted the National Communist platform, 
which in effect denies all individual property 
rights, demands a leveling of all things, and 
aims at the very destruction of society. It 
was plain enough that, other things being 
equal, the workingmen as a class would not 
subscribe to these outrageous theories; so 
another faction was organized, which pro- 


Industrials, and then it became evident that 
the new movement was simply desigued to 


Democrats. The Convention revealed its 
purpose at once by nominating Lip and 
Lynon, who had already perfected their ar- 
rangements for running the Democratic Con- 
vention. Some of the honest leaders of the 
workingmen protested, charged that the Con- 
vention had sold out, and made an effort still 
to rescue the Industrials from the gang to 
which they had been sold for a mess of pot- 
tage. But subsequent negotiation between 
the two Committees only cemented the cor- 
rupt compact, and when the election came 
the workingmen could only exhibit their rage 
and work out their revenge by voting the 
Communist ticket. It was the only mears 
left to them to protest against the outrage 

upon them. They had been sold 
out, but they refused to be delivered. And 
hence it was that the Communist ticket, 
which ordinarily would not have polled 500 
votes, received more than 6,000 votes. 

As it was, the Communist vote was con- 
fined very strictly to certain limits. It was 
about evenly divided between the Fifth, 
Sixth, and Seventh Wards, where the Irish 
and Bohemians contributed to it, and the 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, and Sixteenth Wards, 
where it consisted mainly of Germans and 
Scandinavians. The indication is that it 
came from both political parties in about 
equal parts, and in all cases from certain 
foreign elements attached to the two par- 
ties. Among the entire 6,000 who voted 
the Communist ticket, it is probable 
that there were not a dozen Americans. 
There is no danger of an infection of 
the Americans, nor of the native-born sons 
of foreign parents, nor of those foreigners 
who have lived long in the country and have 
been thoroughly Americanized ; the Social- 
istic heresies are too foreign to our institu- 
tions and the American character to gain a 
foothold among us. Nor is the surprisingly 
large vote polled by the Communists on 
Tuesday any indication of the contrary. Had 
the Industrials maintained a separate organ- 
ization with the purpose of testing their 
political strength, leaving the Communists 
to work out their own destinies, the latter 
would scarcely have had votes enough to ap- 
pear in the returns. It was only to protest 
against the sale to the Linn, Lyncu, and 
Dave THornton party that induced even a 
certain portion of the foreign element, to 
vote with the Communists as a protest 
against their betrayal. 
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A NATIONAL SAVINGS SYSTEM. 

The recent failures of the. private savings 
institutions throughout the country occa- 
sioned a very general demand for some na- 
tional system which should guarantee abso- 
lute protection for savings deposits at a low 
rate of interest; and now Mr. Pures, a 
Kansas member of Congress, has introduced 
into the House a bill designed to provide the 
desired machinery. The chief merit of the 
bill, judging from the bare outline that is 
presented by telegraph, is that it unites the 
postal system with the bond system. While 
there may be wide difference of opinion as 
to the regulations in detail, and while these 
regulations should be subjected to careful 
scrutiny before final adoption, it is obvious 
that the deposit and bond system should go 
together ; each has been advocated to the ex- 
clusion of the other, but both have their ad- 
vantages, and these advantages are increased 
on either side by co-operation. The 
postal-deposit system offers immediate and 
constant opportunities for the safe invest- 
ment of amounts too small to be accom- 
modated by the bond system ; and the bonds, 
on the other hand, constitute a more per- 
manent form of investment, which will pass 
from hand to hand and release the Govern- 
ment from the necessity of keeping any 
large redemption fund wherewith to meet 
demands. It is evidently for the purpose of 
encouraging the change from deposits to 
bonds that Mr. Paris’ bill makes a dis- 
tinction between the interest paid on each ; 
his bill authorizes the payment of 3 per cent 
interest on the deposits and 3.65 interest on 
the bonds, and provides that bonds shall be 
issued in denominations of $25, $50, $100, 
and $200. The higher rate of in- 
terest drawn on the bonds will furnish 
the inducement for depositors in the 
postal banks to change their de- 
posits into bonds as rapidly as they 
accumulate to the amounts for which bonds 
shall be issued, and whenever they do not 
look forward to an immediate or current use 
of the money. The bonds themselves, how- 
ever, are sure to be of a negotiable charac- 
ter, and, indeed, can practically be used as 
currency in payment of sums approximating 
their value. Thus, a $100 bond, bearing in- 
terest at 3.65 per cent per annum, will al- 
ways be taken for its face with accrued in- 
terest added at the rate of one cent a day. 
But the law, in order to provide all the ac- 
commodation expected of it, should also fur- 
nish a safety-deposit for the bonds, as those 
whé buy the bonds for the investment of 
surplus earnings will, as a rule, have 
no better facilities for their safe keep- 
ing than for the safe keeping of so much 
currency. 

We should say that the PAT s bill is ob- 
jectionable on account of certain of its re- 
strictions. It proposes, for instance, to lim- 
it the deposits to $200 in amount, and to 
receive as little as 25 cents. Of course 
there should be a limit to the amount 
received from any one depositor, in order to 
maintain the savings feature intact, and to 
avoid everything in the nature of a general 
banking business, but the sum of $200 is 
manifestly too small. In England the amount 
received from any one depositor runs as high 
as $500, we believe, and it should certainly 
not be less in this country; a proper esti- 
mate of the relative value of money in the 
United States and England would almost 
warrant fixing the limit in“ this country at 
double that of the English postal banks. 
Nor is the requirement of ninety days’ notice 
at all in keeping with the purpose of the 
system, while it is certainly calculated to 
discourage the deposit of savings. Sixty 
days is the most that the private savings 
banks are ever permitted to withhold de- 
posits after notice, and the application of 
this rule is left to the discretion of the 
officers and directors of the banks. It would 
certainly be ill-advised to lodge any such 
discretionary power with the Postmasters. 
All ‘deposits up to a certain amount 
should be paid on demand, and 
only sufficient notice should be re- 
quired from all others to enable the 
local Postmaster to get a remittance from 
the Treasury or nearest Sub- Treasury where 
he may have money deposited on account of 
postal savings. The relations of the Post- 
masters with the Treasury and nearest Sub- 
Treasury should be strictly defined, in order 
to give no latitude for the personal use of 
these postal funds. 

It is an error to assume that the Govern- 
ment will ever be in the position of paying 
interest on any large sum of money which 
it canaot use, by reason of this postal-say- 
ings system. There will never be anything 
like a panic among savings depositors under 
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| betray the workingmen into the hands of the | such a system. Depositors will withdraw 


their money as they need it, and the with- 
drawals and deposits on the average will 
bear such relations that but a comparatively 
small sum will be needed as a reserve 
to meet demands, just as a 5 per cent 
reserve in the issue of the National Bank 
notes is sufficient to provide for all redemp- 
tion purposes. The great bulk of the money 
thus deposited, either in the postal banks or 
the savings bonds, can be safely used in 
buying in outstanding 6 per cent bonds, 
then 5 per cent bonds, and so on. The 
saving of the difference in interest will bea 
profit to the Government so long as there 
shall be oufStanding bonds bearing more 
than 3.65 per cent interest. Whenever the 
national debt shall be so much reduced, or 
the savings deposits so much increased, that 
the Government shall owe only the amount 
represented by the savings fund and held 
exclusively at home, the nation can well af- 
ford to let the public debt stand at that point, 
and fix taxation accordingly. 
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THE DEFEAT OF THE TURKS IN ASIA. 

The Turks are beaten in Asia. Armenia, 
by the fall of Erzeroum, passes into Russian 
pessession, and the campaign in that quarter 
may be considered at an end. Whatever of 
interest now attaches to the war, or will re- 
main hereafter, centres about the situation 
at Plevna. During the past three weeks 
the movements of the Russian army have 
been conducted with remarkable skill, and 
the troops have exhibited equally remarka- 
ble courage and endurance. The com- 
mencement of the Turkish disasters was in 
the defeat of Muxutar Pasha on the 15th 
ult., near Kars. It split his army in twain, 
and left one wing hors de combat. He re- 
tired to Kars, but finding that he would be 
hotly pressed before he could recover, and 
that eventually he must be hemmed in there, 
he left 10,000 men to garrison the fortress 
and stand the siege, while with the remainder 
of his shattered army he set out for Erze- 
roum to prevent the surprise of that vitally 
strategic point and also to rally an army 
for the relief of Kars. After a secure 
investment of that fortress, a strong 
Russian column under Gen. Heymann 
pursued MuxuaTan’ Pasha. The latter 
was joined on his march by the forces 
of Ismam Pasha, but this _ reinforce- 
ment was offset by the troops of Gen. 
Terouxassor from Bayazid, who joined Gen. 
Heymann. The retreat of Muxurar Pasha 
from Kars all the way towards Erzeroum 
was in the nature of a rout, and in every en- 
counter he left an installment of dead and 
wounded, besides leaving several battalions 
in prisoners and many guns. The two armies 
first met near Koprukoi, but the Turks did 
not risk a general engagement, and hurried 
on to Hassan Kaleb, eighteen miles from Er- 
zeroum, where the Russian advance attacked 
their rear, throwing it into confusion, and 
capturing two entire battalions. They fled 
in disorder and occupied Deve-Boyun, a very 
strong position on the crest of the moun- 
tains, 2,000 feet above the plain of Erzeroum, 
which had been fortified by the Hungarian 
General Kontmann, Muxutar Pasha’s Chief 
of Staff. The victorious Russians, however, 
attacked them, and the result was a general 
rout. Muxutark Pasha was not able to make 
a stand even in Erzeroum, and the remains 
of his army are in Erzingan and. Trebizond. 
The former fortress has surrendered, and the 
key to Armenia is now in Russian hands, 
while Kats may fall any day; in fact, the 
capture of Erzeroum involves the speedy oc- 
cupation of Trebizond and Kars. Through 
all of his misfortunes, MuxutTar Pasha seems 
to have had a grim sort of humor. At the 
outset of his career, as will be remembered, 
he met with a constant succession of dis- 
asters, and when the Porte began to grow 
uneasy, he coolly notified it not to worry 
about it but let him alone. For atime he 
won a succession of victories, due not so 
much to his own skill as to Russian 
folly. Then he forwardei the most 
flamboyant dispatches to Constantinople 
that any campaign has ever produced. 
When he retired to Kars, after his recent de- 
feat, he consoled the Sultan with the infor- 
mation that he had gone to Kars to study up 
arevenge. Before he had commenced his 
studies, however, he was traveling as fast as 
his legs could take him towards Erzeroum, 
with the victorious Russians following him 
like the whirlwind. After he is routed and 
hurled down the mountain side into Er- 
zeroum he describes the process to his Gov- 
ernment as follows: We had an engage- 
ment at Deve-Boyun, after which we re- 
turned to Erzeroum,” which is certainly a 
mild way of stating the case, 

Plevna now remains as the last object of 
interest in this shifting panorama of war. 
The Turks will make a desperate effort to 
hold it, and are now raking and scraping 
every soldier they can find, the raw levies 
from Constantinople, the reserve of militia, 
and the corps of observation on 
the Greek frontier, and hurrying them 
up to Sofia to relieve Cuzvxrr 
Pasha and reinforce his army which has been 
so badly cut up at Orchanie by Govrxo’s 
cavalry. Should this movement fail, how- 
ever, the doom of Osman Pasha in Plevna is 
sealed, and when once Plevna falls the war 
is substantially at an end, for Sutriuax 
Pasha cannot sustain himself with Plevna in 
Russian hands. It is not outside the bounds 
of probability that the Turks, rather than 
risk another campaign, may propose terms 
of peace before the winter is over, especially 
when they remember that some of the most 
important Russian successes in the past 
have been won in their winter campaigns. 


A SET-BACK TO CIVILIZATION. 

The iron horse broke into the peaceful do- 
minions of the Emperor of China not long 
since and went snorting and cavorting about 
there as if his Celestial Majesty were of no 
account. But this error was soon corrected. 
The Emperor and his advisers always con- 
tended that the invasion was fraudulent and 
illegal; they would have called it forcible 
entry and detainer, if they had known or 
cared anything about Anglo-Saxon jurispru- 
dence. As it was, they submitted tamely to 
the imposition as long as they could, and 
then expelled the intruder. In other words, 
they bought up the road and destroyed it. 
In this act they exhibited the wisdom of the 
average Celestial mind, aud maintained a 
reputation for conservatism and consistency 
which China began to acquire before civiliza- 
tion was heard of, and which will cling to 
the land long after the present race has 
passed away. 

The Chinese Government, it is well known, 
is not controlled in its hostility to railways 
by smali or ignoble prejudices. It feels that 
it is engaged in a mortal combat with the 
hydra called civilization, and it finds in rail- 
ways a powerful representative of this cause. 
Civilization is not to the Chinese mind what 
itis to the European or American. We 
make the term synonymeus with all that is 


been turned up inall ages. The treatment 


of the precious and useful metals in the arts ; 
the invention of the printing-press, the 
power-loom, the steam-engine, and the tele- 
graph; the masterpieces of Rarnaxx. 
Trrman, Micue, Andro, Dantz, Saax- 
SPEARE, and Mruton; the beneficent works of 
Howarp, Frorence Nicutincauz, and the 
enthusiastic devotees of nineteen Christian 
centuries,—allare summed up in a single inde- 
finable word, which conveys no exact idea to 
any mind, but stands as the symbol of the 
best achievements of the world. The 
Chinaman has a different point of view. Civ- 
ilization means to him slavery and the horrors 
of the traffic in coolies ; hoodlumism, robbery, 
rapine, and murder practiced upon inoffen- 
sive and defenseless immigrants; enforced 
sales of opium, debauching the minds and 
bodies of a great nation for the profit of a 
greater; war waged for aggrandizement ; in- 
demnities extorted on false. pretenses; de- 
ceit gilded with the name of diplomacy ; and 
every form of violence and oppression that 
can be conceived of. If the Chinaman knew 
more of the social ethics which prevail in 
the West, he might have a still lower opinion 
ot that which is called civilization. He 
might learn that civilization sometimes pun- 
ishes weak criminals and allows great ones 
to go free; that successful crime is often 
applauded, and that it is the being weak 
which is esteemed miserable. Hemight learn 
that defaulters and savings-bank Presidents 
who have robbed the poor have clasped 
hands afterwards with the salt of the earth; 
that in some communities it is considered no 
crime to cheat the people by falsifying the 
returns of elections or by filching money 
from the public treasury; that the murder 
of infants has been made a part of a scientif- 
ic education ; and that the virtue of hypocri- 
sy can cover a multitude of sins. 

We are glad the Chinese people do not 
know all this, for they already know enough 
of civilization to want none of it. That is 
the reason they have bought up the short 
railway running out of Shanghai and ex- 
terminated it, root and branch, rail, tie, and 
crossing. This is cutting off one of the 
heads of the monster; and it is not their 
fault if they cannot sever all the others from 
the body at the same blow. Unquestionably 
they have deprived themselves of a great 
deal in abolishing the railway. They 
have given up not only the convenience 
of rapid and cheap transit for persons and 
goods, but also a thousand felicities that ac- 
company the railway as known in our own 
land. Never will they know the joy of tel- 
escoping, or the excitement of hugging a 
red-hot stove, or the pleasurable thrill of a 
douche in a mountain torrent on a wintry 
night. The grand act of Horarrus at the 
bridge, which has been performed by thou- 
sands of Americans, now unfortunately no 
more, will never be seen in China; and that 
stern joy which patriots feel in charging 
down a lofty embankment atthe rate of 
thirty miles a minute will be realized by the 
children of the Flowery Land nevermore. 
There are financial and moral phenomena 
also connected with railway management 
which China will never perceive. That 
colossal product of human genius, the Credit 
Mobilier, cannot exist independently, and the 
legerdemain of borrowing at simple interest 
and paying at compound, a common 
thing in railway book-keeping, is unknown 
in other departments of human effort. 
Then there are the social characteristics of 
the railway service which China will not be 
able to mourn and miss, because she will not 
know of her loss. The crusty bachelor who 
insists on keeping the window down, and the 
saucy young woman who is determined to 
put it up; the precocious and squalling in- 
fant; the pert commercial travelers; the 
men who chew tobacco and the women 
who munck peanuts; the gentlemanly con- 
ductor, eternal train-boy, and vociferous 
brakeman; hotel-cars and sleeping-cars ; por- 
ters, fees, and double prices, —-how can 
China survive without these? | 

The story is that the Chinese Government 
has resolved to prohibit railways because 
they are the means of introducing legions of 
devils into the Empire. If the Government 
could only be convinced of the number of 
blessings that follow in the same train, they 
would gladly embrace black spirits and white 
together. In spite of some slight drawbacks 
the railroads have been found, on the whole, 
more efficient carriers of passengers and 
freight than palanquins and coolies are; and 
if the common-carriers of to-day in China 
were thrown out of employment by the rail- 
roads, they would before long get better work 
and wages in some other way. But there is 
no chance of forcing these blessings upon 
China so long as the people of that country 
retain their foolish notions with reference to 
civilization. The first duty of the mission- 
aries ought to be to deny the charges, 
call a committee of investigation, and vin- 
dicate the character of the world.

A FATAL FIRE.

A fire broke out in the basement of the 
bakery of Frederick C. Beymann, of 721 Gates 
avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday alternoon, and de- 
stroyed two lives.

which the Emperor pushed his way as best he 
could,—never forgetting, however, to bow his 
recoguition to the familiar faces which he saw 
in the windows overhead. At the gates of the 
chapel the enthusiastic people were again con- 
fronted with canes, umbrellas, and clubbed 
muskets, in the hands of the guardian oflicials, 
who, however, on such an Occasion as this, 
could do nothing more serious than to 
brandish their weapons and expostulate: 
But this did not avail much, and the 
barrier to patriotic sentiment was soon swept 
away, and the populace poured into the church 
just in time to see the Emperor, after his few 
moments of devotion, pass by a private door 
into the old palace adjoining. Here he held a 
reception lasting until noon, when, preceded by 
a Une array of soldiery, he rode out to his 
suburban palace at San Christovao, which is 
his winter-bome. ' 

In the evening the Imperial family—consist- 
ing of the Emperor and Empress, their 
daughter, the late Princess Regent, and her 
husband, the Conde d’Eu—again made their ap- 
pearance. 

THEY CAME TO THE OPERA, 
accompanied by several of the Cabinet-Ministers 
and otner prominent persons. This was the 
nicht of all nights in the year for the opera, and 
the cream of the social community was there. 
I doubt if any city in, the world could show a 
better audience of 2,000 persons than this. To

Surrounded by Republics as 
they are, it is doubtful if this people would long 
tolerate an unworthy occupant of the Imperial 
chair. They, seem to have none of that abject 
worship of place which characterizes some of 
the European nations, causing them to honor 
the crown no matter bow much of ap imbecile 
ora kuave may wear it.

SCHUYLER AND THE TURKS. 


An Interesting Corrospondence that First 
Sees the Light in England. 
Baltimore Sun. 

The public generally will recollect the ac- 
counts given by Mr. Eugene Schuyler, American 
Secretary of Legation and Consul-General at 
Constantinople, of the atrocities committed by 
the Turkish irregular forces in Bulgaria prior to 
the present war with Russia. As an official of 
the United States Government it was, however, 
an unusual proceeding for him to indulge such 
publications, in advance of correspondence with 
his Government, concerning a friendly Power. 
‘This course on the part of Mr. Schuvier has ex- 
cited the ire of a writer in the October number 
of Blackwood, an English Tory magazine, and in 
an article styled“ American Diplomacy in the 
East,“ Mr. Schuyiér is severely criticized for 
transceriding his official functions, both in news- 
paper publicatious aud in privately correspond- 
ing with Mr. Gladstone, the English Liberal, on 
the subject. 

The writer asserts that because of nis previ- 
ous revelations of Russian atrocities in Khiva, 
Schuyler incurred the displeasure of tbe Musco- 
vite Government, and, upon representations 
made by it at Washington, the United States 
Government saw fit, in consequence, ultimately 
to remove its Secretary of Legation from Si. 
Petersburg.“ Mr. Schuyler was, however. soon 
afterward transterred in a similar official capaci- 
ty to Constantinople, where, we are told, be 
seized *‘ the opportunity, which he seemed to 
seek, of allaving tie irritation he had vruduced 
in Russia by 1 and publicly espousing 
the Panslavic cause in Turkey.“ Such conduct 
is characterized as at once a professional scandal 
aud a departure from the fixed policy of his 
Government, He is neld to have been equally 
reprehensible in sending, unknown to his Gov- 
ernment, atelegram to the German papers,signed 
by himself and a German newspaper corre- 
spondent, giving details of the cruelties prac- 
ticed by the Bashi-Bazouks, and declaring that 
testimony to the contrary “was secured by 
torture.“ In all this he is accused of violating 
the Consular rules of the United States, 
especially that rule of Art. 1,119 which says: 
„Nor shall any diplomatic or consular officer 
correspond in regard to the public affairs of any 
foreign Government with any private person, 
newspaper, or other periodical, or otherwise 
than with the proper oflicers of the United 
States.“ The burden of grievance of the Tory 
writer, however, appears in the allegation that, 
owing to his official capacity, Mr. Schuyler’s 
statements strengthened Mr. Gladstone and 
the pro-Russian party in Engiand, affected the 
policy of the Government, and encouraged Rus- 
sia to plunge into the war with Turkey, which 
the Czar Was anxious to avoid. 

The Turkish Government complained of Mr. 
Schuyler's Bulgarian report, and asked the 
State Department to forbid similar publications 
in future: but Mr. Fish, who was then Secretary, 
anticipated the request, and seut by telegraph 
to the United States Minister at Constantinople 
instructions to that end. Mr. Schuyler, it is 
said, paid no heed to this, and continued his 
English correspondence. After the appoint- 
meat of Mr. Maynard to be Minister at Con- 
stantinople, a newspaper in that city, styled 
La Turquie, attacked Mr. Schuyler in an edi- 
torial article for addressing to various newspa- 
pers “open telegrams aud correspondence 
wherein the facts were singularly exaggerated.” 
The article closed by saying: We do nct know 
in what manner the American Government 
will judge of the conduct of its functionary, 
but it is certain that it is far from 
being ia conformity with the Monroe doctrine.” 
To this article Mr. Maynard took exceptions, 
and in a letter to Satvet Pasha, the Turkish 
Minister of F Affairs, intimated that it 
was the duty of the Government to cog- 
nizance of these ures on an American 
functionary. In his reply Safvet Pasha tells 
Mr. Maynard that be cannot discover in the 
article to which his attention nad been called 
“the least offensive intention against the or- 
ficial character of Mr. Schuyler,” or to the Gov-
